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New Vale Postal Site 
Comes Under Evaluation

The Dale Street site for a 
new post office processing 
center is not a foregone con- 
clusion as far as Andover of- 
ficials are concerned. 

The site, announced. last 
week in the TOWNMSAN, is 
now under study by local of- 
ficials, although the postal 
service has an option on the 
97,400 square feet of land 
located across from 
Millstream Industrial Park. 

Andover selectmen have 
asked Town Manager J. 
Maynard Austin to work 
with Planning Consultant 
Philip B. Herr and the plan- 
ning board in evaluating the 
site. 

It is anticipated that the 
planning board will disucss 
and evaluate the new site, 
the second proposed by the 
postal service this year, at 
their meeting on June 7. 

The selectmen may dis- 
cuss the matter at their ses- 


sion on June 14. 

Town Manager Austin said 
this week that the Dale 
Street location and other 
sites in the community are 
being evaluated, in light of 
the latest actions of the post 
office department. 

The newest location is the 
second within the general 
Ballardvale area to be con- 
sidered for a new postal 
processing facility. 

The other location, the 
Sidney P. White property on 
Andover Street diagonally 
across from the dairy bar 
and American Power 
Devices plant, was dropped 
by the postal service after 
several months of con- 
troversy in the town. 

Four alternate locations in 
the central business area, 
suggested for consideraiton 
by the post office, were

$450,000 Suggested To 


Relieve Overcrowding 


An outside consultant has put 
a preliminary price tag of $450,- 
00 on interior renovations at 
Andover High School to see the 
town through the secondary 
population bulge of the next few 
years. 

While the figures for ad- 
ditional classrooms were 
generally higher than the school 
committee expected, they sent 
Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert back 
to the planning and engineering 
firm for more. 

Meanwhile, they said any 
final decision on renovations 
would have to wait until they 
also had before them the Plan- 
ning Board’s projected popula- 
tion figures for the next few 
years, and estimated costs of 
renovating Bancroft and West

Elementary Schools for use as 
middle schools under a 4-4-4 
grade restructuring plan. 

The estimates presented to 
the committee Tuesday were 
prepared by Kenneth F., 
DiNisco of Johnson-Hotvedt & 


Associates, a Boston architec- - 


tural - planning firm. 

DiNisco estimated a cost of 
$250,573 to construct a second 
floor over the large group 
room, dividing that area into 
four classrooms. He also es- 
timated $130,009 to divide the 
present large group room itself 
into four classrooms. 

‘Part C” of his estimate in- 
cluded $61,481 for a mezzanine 
over the existing library, for

additional library space. 

The architect said that 
several problems contribute to 
higher costs in the renovations. 


Assuming the work would need 
to be done during the summer 
school vacation, he said there 
would be extra costs of over- 
time to complete the job in a 10- 
week period. 


Because the construction 
wotld fake place in totally in- 
terior space, it would also be 
slower and more complicated 
to get equipment and materials 
into the building. 

Air conditioning would be 
necessary for the rooms in and 
above the- large group room 
because those spaces are total- 
ly interior. 

Committeman Frank Griggs 
Tuesday night called the es- 
timates ‘‘way out of whack’”’ 
and guessed that $300,000 might 
be more in order. 

He added, however, that it 
was nice to have figures to 
work with. 

The committee in April had 
requested costs of putting three 
classrooms above one side of 
the two-story library, not just a 
mezzanine over one end. They 
also seek estimates of ex- 
cavalting the basement and 
pouring a concrete floor, and a 
cost per room to finish it off. 

Seifert said that when he 


~ looks at a school with a very 


limited amount of open space, 
he has ‘‘very serious reser- 
vations’ if they should con- 
dense that open space further 
as the school’s population in- 
creases. 

He added that the schools 
were now realizing the full im- 
plications of the town’s 1971 
decision not to expand the high 
school that was originally 
designed for 1800, but built for 
1200. 

Now, he said, the committee 
is in a ‘‘make do’’ situation.

West Parish Church, Andover, 
is entertaining proposals on how 
to spend a $500,000 bequest from 
the late Susanne Smith Purdon. 

The directors of the board 
which will administer the fund 
say the money will not be used 
for the day-to-day operation of 
the church. They are looking in- 
stead toward the area of human 
services, and are seeking ideas 
from outside the church as well 
as from parishioners. 

One of the most important 
criteria for a suggestion is that it 
really would ‘‘make a 
difference’”’ to the life of the com- 
munity. 

Susan Smith Purdon died Dec. 
27, 1974, in the house at 65 Central , 
St. where she was born 92 years 


earlier. She was married here 
and returned with her husband, 
Army Col. Frank Purdon, for 
their retirement years. 

By making the bequest to West 
Parish Church, she carried on a 
family tradition that began in 
1828. Her grandfather, Peter 
Smith, joined the church in that 
year, and served as deacon from 
1832 to 1880, He and his wife gave 
a communion service of 
matching silver goblets which 
were used until 1911, when an in- 
dividual communion service was 
given by Deacon and Mrs. Peter 
D. Smith. This Mr. Smith was 
Mrs. Purdon’s uncle.

Confirmation At 
Temple June 3 


Shavuot is the third of the 
agriculturally based festivals of 
the Jewish year. Following seven 
weeks after Pesach, this harvest 
festival serves again to remind 
the Jewish people of the 
closeness of our ancestors to the 
soil, and their dependence on 
nature for their livelihood. 
Shavuot, Pesach and Sukot are 
characterized ‘‘pilgrim 
festivals,” for on these days 
Jews from all sections of 
Palestine brought thanksgiving 
offerings of their harvests to the 
Temple in Jerusalem.

Just as Moses receiv- 
ed the Torah on Sinai according 
to legend, and subsequently pass- 
ed it to each succeeding genera- 
tion of Jews, the youth of today 
upon completion of the 10th year 
of study at the Temple Emanuel 
Religious School reconfirm their 
religious heritage.

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Editorial Comment 


Don’t Let Good Plans 


Stagnate 


The unanimity with which the board of selectmen has 
conducted business generally over the past several 
years appears to be at an end. 


, Predictably it was going to happen some time, based 
on the new membership of the board, after the March 
election. But, it appears to be coming sooner than ex- 


pected. 


At this week’s session there was an aura of tension ap- 
parent among the membership and, what we consider to 
be an important proposal for the town, was taken under 
advisement. 

Selectman Richard J. Bowen stood alone in presen- 
ting his thoughts on going forward with planning the 
Shawsheen area and the Sacred Heart building, despite 
funding for consultant work being denied by the annual 
town meeting. 

We feel, and have mentioned editorially immediately 
after town: meeting, that the plan proposed by the 
selectmen prior to town meeting for some comprehen- 
sive planning for Shawsheen, with Sacred Heart 
building as a core, was a sound idea. 

We still think so. 

But Mr. Bowen, Monday night, seemed to get little 
support in his proposal to have the selectmen call a 
meeting with the planning board and Development and 
Industrial Commission to go over the matter and 
develop some plan. 

Immediately after presenting his thoughts and 
proposal, Chairman Milton Greenberg said the matter 
would be taken under advisement. 

The problem is, too many times such matters taken 
under advisement get stagnant from lying on the table 
so long. 

And, the Shawsheen proposal is too good a thought to 
be allowed to lie fallow for too long a period. 

There was not a voice raised, either for or against the 
proposal Monday night, as they immediately turned 

their attention to other business. 

Our contention is that the Sacred Heart Building is 
not about to disappear. It is a salable piece of property. 
To use town funds to purchase and tear it down is 


senseless. There is no foreseeable municipal use, thus 
no impressive plea to purchase it for the town. 

To date, the residents of the area have been concern- 
ed about its potential sale and conversion to a commer- 
cial use, or even multi-family designation. 

While such a possiblity is probably safeguarded 
through the rezoning process, it would have to face a 
town meeting. 

Therefore, it behooves the town, the Brothers of 
Sacred Heart, current owners and the residents of the 
area, to work toward turning the structure into a use 
which would be both compatible to the neighborhood 
and tax-producing for the town. . 

This could well be accomplished through some con 
centrated planning effort and inclusion of the residents 
of the Shawsheen area, already strongly organized to 
protect their neighborhood. 

The value of such a proposal made by Bowen Monday 
night is that it could be a pilot project for other areas of 
the community in need of some planned development. 

The Central Business District is still awaiting some 
action, despite a comprehensive survey and report done 
over a year ago. 

On the horizon, another site for a new post office in 
the Ballardvale area. Some thought about the future of 
the ’Vale could be included in any concrete plans the 
post office presents to exercise in development of the 
Dale Street site announced in the TOWNSMAN last 
week. 

We aren’t advocating that the selectmen meet in total 
unanimity on all issues before them, far from it. 

It’s simply a suggestion that here is an idea that has 
merit. It should be moved along quickly, and not allow- 
ed to be buried on the table. 

As the town’s top policy-making board, we view the 
selectmen in this matter as exercising a leadership role 
by giving a study group impetus to come up with some 
plans for Shawsheen and Sacred Heart. 

Their involvement could well be leadership only, 
similar to the study group which looked into the 
feasibility of acquiring Sacred Heart for municipal use, 
and accepting the recommendations.

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Howard. Hughes riddle still 
hasn’t been solved. I flew to 
Mexico after his death and 
came back with an incredible 
story of neglect. 
I previously reported how his 
- aides had allowed him to 
dehydrate, how his body was 
covered with bed sores, how he 
finally died of a kidney ailment 
that could have been treated. 
The Mexican authorities told me 
that if Hughes’ aides had re- 
mained in Mexico, they would 
have been indicted for criminal 
neglect. 

I also brought back the com- 
plete files of the Mexican in- 
vestigation of the billionaire’s 
last days in an Acapulco 
penthouse. It has taken several 
weeks to translate the file. I 
have turned it over, incidentally, 
to the authorities in Washington. 

The file contains testimony 
that Hughes could have been 
saved if he had been treated in 
time, that he had been allowed 
by his aides to deteriorate, that 
they kept him in a small back- 
room. It was the smallest in the 
penthouse. The aides took the 
most luxurious rooms. 

The Hughes penthouse was off 
limits to all except a few aides 
who had special keys to the 
penthouse elevator. A Hughes 
security man installed wooden 
bolts in the penthouse windows 
to make them more secure. 

The Hughes aides stayed to 
themselves except for daily

morning games of tennis. Hughes * 
himself, according to the 
testimony his chief aide gave to 
the Mexican authorities, was 
unable to write out his instruc- 
tions as he had done. in the past. 

According to this account, 
Hughes signed no papers while 
he was in Acapulco. His sig- 
nature on his immigration card 
was forged. 

The bed-ridden Hughes wore 
pajama tops but no bottoms dur- 
ing his stay in the Acapulco 
penthouse, according to the 
testimony of a housekeeper who 
picked up the laundry. His linen 
was changed frequently, and the 
penthouse contained medical 
equipment. The big mystery, 
therefore, is why did his aides let 
him deteriorate? 

The Hoffa Hit: Controversial 
Teamsters leader Jimmy Hoffa 
disappeared without a trace last 
July. My own underworld infor- 
mants told me that Hoffa had 
been rubbed out, the victim of a 
gangland-style hit. 

Now for the first time top 
government officials have con- 
firmed that Hoffa is dead. They 
say he was set up by a close asso- 
ciate who delivered him to mob 
executioners. Government in- 
vestigators know who killed 
Hoffa but they probably will 
never be able to make a case. As 
one of them put it, “we don’t have 
the body.” 

The government also knows 
the reason behind the Hoffa hit. 
The tough, brawling Hoffa used

the Teamsters from the late 
Dave Beck. Once Hoffa was in 
power, he continued to use mob 
muscle to entrench himself as a 
labor leader. 

In return, he gave concessions 
to the mob. He helped mobster 
Johnny Dio, for example, set up 
a number of “paper unions.” 
They had Teamster charters but 
no real members. 

Hoffa was brought down by 
the Justice Department. By the 
time he got out of the slammer, 
his place had been taken by 
Frank Fitzsimmons. Fitzsim- 
mons was more passive, more 
easy to manipulate. Some mob 
leaders, therefore, didn’t want to 
see Hoffa back in power. 

But Hoffa refused to heed 
their warnings. He fought stub- 
bornly for the right to engage 
again in union activities. The un- 
derworld bosses feared they 
couldn't keep him from being 
elected Teamsters president. 

So on a hot July afternoon, so- 
meone close to Hoffa led him 
into a trap. That was the last the 
world has seen of Jimmy Hoffa. 

Middle East Report: My as- 
sociate Joe Spear has been on a 
news-gathering trip to the Mid- 
dle East. On the basis of talks 
with top leaders in Syria and 
Israel, he cabled an optimistic 
report about the possibility of 
peace. 

From his interviews, he has 
put together the outlines of a 
possible settlement. Spear cau- 
tions that it wouldn't bring a 
final peace but could end the 
state of tension. 

Briefly, the agreement would 
call for Israel to return most -- 
but not all -- of the Sinai Penin- 
sula, the Golan Heights and the 
west bank of the Jordan River. 
In return, the Arabs would pro- 
mise to accept the existence of 
Israel and to end the state of 
War.

The 
Saudis were too embarrassed 
over the deal to demand their 
money back. 

Costly China: On Capitol Hill, 
House Agriculture Chairman 
Thomas Foley, D.-Wash., like the 
housewife in a television com- 
mercial, was embarrassed over 
the tacky-looking china that was 
used to serve his luncheon guests. 

The drab plates from the 
House cafeteria, he felt, were un- 
suitable for the foreign food min- 
isters he occasionally entertains. 
So he got permission to use tax 
money to buy a set of Lenox 
china embossed with an im- 
pressive congressional design.

Notification Due Friday 


For Traditional Parents 


Parents whose youngsters 
will be in the new traditional 
program at West Elementary 
School next fall - - and those 
who will be placed on waiting 


lists - - will be notified by the 
school administration by 
tomorrow. 


The Andover School Com- 
mittee Tuesday night establish- 
ed one class per elementary 
grade for next fall, and also 
voted to abide by an upper class 
size policy established earlier. 

If last Friday’s enrollment 
figures hold, there will be 178 
youngsters in the program, 
with a waiting list of 28. 

Associate Superintendent 
Harry Westcott said initial 
enrollment forms had been 
dated as they came in, and that 
youngsters will be accepted on 
a first-come basis. 

The committee Tuesday night 
also approved a list of text- 
books and related materials for 
the program, but tabled a deci- 
sion on where the traditional 
classrooms should be located at 
West School, after a flap arose 
over whether the traditional 
‘youngsters should be grouped 
with their own age and grade 
groups, or in an all-traditional 
wing. 

The largest waiting list - - 10 - 
- will appear for first grade, and 
School Committeeman Joseph 
Finn tried unsucessfully Tues- 
day night to establish a second 
first grade. Policy sets a first 
grade class of 18 to 25 pupils, 
and a total of 35 first graders- 
to-be had opted for the 
program. 

Finn pointed out that they 
could divide the first graders 
into classes of 18 and 17 - - one 
at the minimum and one just 
below. 

It would ‘‘be a shame’’, he 
said, to throw out 10 youngsters 
for the sake of abiding by the 
minimum when: they were so 
close. He called for strict 
adherence to the maximum 
class sizes but called for flex- 
ibility on the lower end. 

He was joined in the vote by 
Chairman George Olesen, but 
they were defeated by Com- 
mitteemen David Ahouse, 
Elaine Viehmann and Frank 
Griggs, who voted instead for 
one class per grade. 

Griggs said he felt there was 
‘‘a certain smoothness” to hav- 
ing one class per grade for the 
first year. 

The second grade, presently 
with an enrollment of 18, falls 
just short of the policy range of 
20 to 26. However the com- 
mittee decided they were will- 


ing to make that exception for 
the sake of a ‘‘continuing’’ 
program. 

The major controversy of the 
evening erupted over classroom 
allocaiton; with the administra- 
tion recommending a ‘‘Plan A”’ 
grouping of youngsters in their 
general age groups. 

Westcott reported that 
parents had expressed concern 
in a recent meeting that their 
youngsters not be ‘‘isolated’’. 
He said that West. Principal 
Eugene Frulla also felt very 
strongly that they should go 
with age groupings and not with 
alternative groupings. 

Westcott said he had assured 
parents that their youngsters 
would be going out to lunch and 
recess with others their age, 
and Mrs. Viehmann said the 
parents were already concern- 
ed about isolation via the busing 
situation. The ‘traditional 
youngsters will be picked up by 
another bus upon arrival at 
their present neighborhood 
schools. 

Griggs, hwoever, said that 


order and control are 
“distinguishing 
characteristics’’ of the 


traditional mode, and that it 
would be hard to maintain that 
atmosphere if they were mixed 
in with the more mobile con- 
temporary classrooms. 

He also said he didn’t think 
the ‘‘stigma’’ of being in a 
traditional wing would be that 
great. 

Finn said he shared the prin- 
cipal’s sentiments that an all- 
traditional wing was not best 
for the children, and seconded 
an Ahouse motion to go with 
Plan A. When Olesen said he 
felt a child in a controlled at- 
mosphere might wonder ‘“‘Why 
do I have to do this when they 
don’'t?’’, Finn answered that 
parents are going to have to ex- 
plain to their kids that they’re 
in a different program 

Then, Mrs. Ethel Howard of 
the parents’ advisory group 
said the developments of the 
evening were ‘‘very surprising 
to her group.”’ She said they felt 
it was very important that the 
traditional classrooms be close 
together, and that they had un- 
derstood that would be the case. 
She said.they were ‘‘very 
startled’’ at the change in loca- 
tion. 

Her husband, John Howard, 
added that ‘‘this is typical of 
the way the administration is 
handling this.” 

Griggs made the motion to 
table the matter until next 
Tuesday's session, which will

Westcott went on to report 
that judging from present 
enrollment, the range of 
abilities in each of the 
traditional classes is quite” 
broad and that ‘“‘what we’re go- 
ing to be doing is instructing 
several classes in one.” h 

He said that placement would 
generally be made on the basis 
of chronological age, but that 
certain minimum standards of 
achievement are an important 
part of the traditional program. 

He said Frulla would be dis- 
cussing appropriate placement 
of youngsters with parents and 
that ‘‘this may change the 
enrollment per grade.”’ 

If the grade level the ad- 
ministration recommends is 
not acceptable to them, he add- 
ed, the parents will have the 
final say. 

The administration’s text- 
book recommendations were 
accepted after a lengthy discus- 
sion over which workbook to 
use, along with the math texts. 
The committee finally decided 
to go wtih the Holt workbooks 
as well as the Holt texts, and 
with a Cambridge workbook as

Objects To Federal Grant 


Selectman Richard J. Bowen 
thinks, ‘‘Andover should be tak- 
ing care of its own,’’ and not 
relying on federal funds for 
assistance, which he feels other 
communitites such as 
Lawrence need more. 

His comments, with which 
Selectman Milton Greenberg 
took issue, came Monday night 
as the board decided not to pur- 
sue additional application for a 
federal block grant, which 
could assist senior citizens or 
low, moderate income people in 
property improvement. 


Bowen said he felt it ‘‘im- 
moral’’ for Andover to be seek- 
ing such as these, when com- 
munities like Lawrence and 
others need them much more. 

Greenberg said he did not 


-think immoral was a proper 


word. 

Delving into the morality 
term, Greenberg said that An- 
dover was entitled to such 
federal funding and ought to 
pursue such when applicable. 

The chairman said that the 


The matter was presented for 
a decision by the board as to 
whether to continue the 
application ‘process for the 
federal grant. 

Andover is now on a waiting 


list, due to its economic status 
and being less crowded than 
other communities. 

To pursue the matter would 
require sufficient time to drain: 
from other projects and duties 


.of the administration. 


The selectmen agreed to drop 
the matter for this time, and 
reapply when the next cycle of 
funding is initiated. 

The chairman said that the 
particular funding project was 
pursued because there are peo- 
ple in Andover of extended 
needs, despite some qualifying 
factors being to the contrary. 
He said the town had applied 
for the funds in order to provide 
an opportunity for some 
residents to continue to reside 
here. 

“TI think Andover is in a posi- 
tion where it can and should 
take care of its own,’’ Bowen 
responded. ‘‘Funds should go 
where the need is greatest.”’ 

Mrs. Janet Lake also took 
issue with Bowen, stating that 
if the program was pursued 
locally, it would affect those 
who could least afford it, due to 
increased taxes. 

Bowen insisted, however, 
that such assistance could be 


provided without addtional tax . 


burden. 


Has Proposal For Shawsheen 


Development and planning of 
the Shawsheen area, possibly 
including the Sacred Heart 
school building, still has an ad- 
vocate, despite town meeting 
refusing to provide funds for 
such purpose. 

Selectman Richard J. Bowen 
proposed the board call a joint 
meeting of the planning board 
and Development - Industrial 
Commission, to go over the 
planning process. 

The proposal was made at 
Monday night’s selectmen’s 
meeting, with only Bowen as 
the advocate - - his colleagues 
remaining silent and Chairman 
Milton Greenberg stating the 
matter would be taken under 
advisement.
